
HAWTHORNK RACING. 

Something in the line of first class racing was 
promised yesterday at Hawthorne when La 
Grange Stakes came up for decision. This was 
an event for two-year-old fillies, worth $1,010 to 
the winner, $200 to the second and $100 to the 
third. It was a penalty and allowance race at 
the distance of five furlongs, and engaged were 
the best western misses of the year, if indeed 
the winner could not justly be claimed the best 
two-year-old filly in the United States. Black 
Venus w’as eligible for this stake, for which she 
would carry 122 pounds, but Pat Dunne ex- 
pressed the opinion that at the weights Spiri- 
tuelle would beat her to a certainty. The track 
being heavy and holding, of the eighty-three en- 
tries for the day thirty-one were scratched. 
Among the number being Tulla Fonso, J. Huff- 
man’s crack filly, said by Gen. W. H. Jackson 
to be in size, conformation and color a counter- 
part of the famed Befle of the Meade. 

Lengthening out the distance for maidens to 
one mile caused a plunge on Friskal, ridden by 
J. Reiff, and this filly by Magnetizer went to 
tj^ post at 2 to 1. She broke away and ran 
quarters, then being willing to stop. 
Brought to the post she was never better than 
next the last, the boy probably not riding her 
hard. Penso Roso had stood at 4 to 1, but now 
his post price dropped to 8 to 5 straight, while 
parties on early got as good as 3 to 2 for place. 
Bethlehem Star was also cut down from 10 to 6 
to 1. Exquisite ran out in front, accompanied 
to the middle of the upper turn by Jt»hn Sack 
and Long Suit. The two last-named here began 
to back up and were sormoutof it. Penso Roso, 
running t'wo jumps to the one of any other 
horse, came into the straight in the lead, fin- 
ishing alone away off' from Bethlehem Star, sec- 
ond. Eliza Blaze, third, was two lengths 
further back and just ahead of Bellamy, who 
made a bobble at the start, and so ran a fair 
race. 

J. Reiff having been hit in the face with a 
chunk of mud which drew blood, was not 
thought likely to do Montgomery justice, and 
so Judge Rees substituted H. Martin. At the 
opening of the betting and before the change of 
jockeys w’as known O’Connell had stood at 
6 to 5, but he now jumped to 2 to 1, while Mont- 
gomery for a time was at 7 to 5, eventually ad- 
vancing, however, to 8 to 5. O’Connell broke 
quickest, but Montgomery soon passed him, 
the pair racing far in the lead of the others. It 
came to a hard drive from the betting ring 
home, Montgomery winning from the saddle 
out. Sauterne was third the first quarter, but 
fell away and Czarowitz held safe the third 
money from this out. Count Fonso, a new 
comer, ran fourth under the whip, but finished 
lengths behind Czarowitz. The showing made 
by Sauterne was unfavorably commented upon 
by excellent judges. 

The stake feature was hurt badly by the 
scratching of Jinks, Miss Marion and Espion- 
age. Of the starters, Spirituelle, Kunja and 
Good Hope had six pounds off'; Queen of Song 
nine pounds off, whereas Kush carried a four 
pounds penalty. The nineteen regular and two 
field bookmakers were sadly disappointed at 
^^'•urn affairs had taken, and, considering the 
rare reduced to a walkover forT. C. McDowell’s 
pair (Spirituelle and Rush) posted the prohibi- 
tive 1 to 4 against the entry, while “even money 
Rush a place’’ was the best offer. Assurance 
was made doubly sure when Queen of Song was 
left at the post and Kunja tangled up was at 
once out of it. Good Hope got off' second to 
^Spirituelle and not until the last eighth did 
^ Rush pass Schreiber’s filly. Now, Conley, on 
Spirituelle, being some lengths to the good, 
looked around for Rush and took back his 
mount waiting for her to come up and win in 



order to keep the penalties off Spirituelle. 
Nice work might have effected this perfectly 
legitimate racing finesse, but Conley got 
scared by the nearness of Good Hope and J. 
Hill on Rush could never get up. So Spirit- 
uelle was first. Rush second and Good Hope 
third. 

In the fourth race Tusculum furnished a 
scandalous awakening such as has not been 
known at the meeting. This horse has run 
more than once of late in Chicago and his first 
race was excused because of the statement of 
“sore shoulder, etc.’’ He has done nothing since 
to justify the backing he received yesterday. 
The 15 to 1 generally posted was at once lapped 
up and a strong play throughout carried the 
post price to 7 to 1. And Tusculum, leading all 
■ the way, could have won by a greater distance 
than was he ahead of Elidad at the finish. 
Sunny was second up the back stretch; Prince 
Blazes third. At the upper turn Sunny was 
done and the favorite, Ollie Dixon, made her 
run. It looked as if she was gaining fast enough 
to catch the leaders, when all at once she 
stopped. Elided passing her. The race for 
place was undecided until the final sixteenth, 
where Elidad passed Prince Blazes. The latter 
•finished many lengths better than Ollie Dixon, 
alongside of which ran Friar John, “As Tus* 
culum awoke. Friar John went to sleep,” was 
the story of the betting. Tranby went away 
slowly and was last up the back stretch. 

The hurdle race was won easily by the favor- 
ite, Ed Corrigan’s Jezebel, who laid off in a 
nice position and came on in the home stretch. 
Hercules led until the third jump, where he 
made a bobble and lost much ground. Here La 
CoUna got out in front and so remained nearly 
to the last jump, which is about the last eighth 
post. Nobilis had made the running with Her- 
cules for one-hallF mile, but here pulled up and 
left the battle to his stable companion. Proverb. 
The latter ran second, beating La Colina easily. 
The latter had a hard tussle with Hercules. 
Bob White fell at the first hurdle. 

Barney Schreiber s Dr. Marks won the last 
by his whiskers. He was well ridden the short 
road by J. Woods. Necedah kicked Del Paso 
II. in the foot at the post and finally got off' 
badly. The longshots Herman Kahn and Gyp- 
ceiver were practically left at the post. Pitfall 
set the pace accompanied by Lucid, who passed 
him midway the backstretch. Del Paso II. was 
third and Dr. Marks fourth until the others 
mentioned quit, then they fought all the way 
after making the turn for home, with Branch 
making the game three-handed for a time. The 
latter quit close in and the others ran home 
locked, the Doctor gaining the verdict by a 
short neck. Winslow and Mr. Easton fourth 
and fifth were four lengths behind Branch. 
Others beaten off. 

The day was delightful, the threatening 
showers passing over and winding up in a 
beautiful rainbow. 

The report, heard with regret by all, was cur- 
rent that John Condon, manager of the Harlem 
race track has lost the last ray of light. It has 
long been expected that absolute night would 
come to him, as his eyes have been seriously 
affected for years, but nevertheless his dire 
affliction comes as a shock to his friends. 

The judges suspended R. F. Meyers, owner, 
and Nixon, jockey of Tusculum pending investi- 
gation, and told the owner of Barabbas that 
his entries would no longer be accepted. 

It is said that the Tusculum party won $4,400 
at Hawthorne and $15,000 around the country.
